A strike of approximately 90,- 
000 employes of three independent 
steel companies and fights involv- 
ing auto union organizers and 
Ford Motor Company employes at 


the River Rouge plant featured | 


Wednesday’s labor developments. 

The steel walkout involved all 
northern plants of the Inland Steel 
Corporation, Republic Steel Corpo- 
ration, and the Youngstown Sheet 
and Tube Company. Van A. Bitt- 
ner, a regional director of the 


CIO’s steel workers organizing 
committee, announced in Chicago 
that the strike was called because 
the companies would not sign con- 
tracts with the union. 

Bittner said Inland’s flat refusal 
to sign an SWOC contract precipi- 
tated the strike. Youngstown and 
Republic issued statements saying 
they would support the Inland 
stand. 

Beatings and sharp orders to 
“vet out” cutshort the United Au- 
tomobile Workers’ first serious at- 
tempt to organize the 90,000 work- 
ers in Henry Ford’s River Rouge 
plant. 

Richard T. Frankensteen, or- 
ganizational director of the union, 
and Walter Reuther, his lieu- 
tenant, were mauled and thrown 
down the stairs of a footbridge by 
men identified as members of the 
Ford service department. Spokes- 
men for the company charged they 
had trespassed on company prop- 


erty 
Four Girls Injured. 

J. J. Kennedy, heading of the 
UAWA drive to unionize the 
Ford workers, said four girls had 
been “very seriously hurt” in a 
free-for-all fight and Reuther and 
Frankensteen were “badly beaten” 
although not seriously injured. 

Maurice Sugar, chief counsel 
for the UAWA, set out im- 
mediately after the fight to file 
charges with the regional office of 
Labor Relations 
Board, accusing the Ford company 
of violating the Wagner labor re- 
lations act. 

California Plant Closed. 

On another front in the far- 
flung fight to organize the Ford 
plants, the UAWA was en- 
gaged in a showdown with the 
multi-millionaire manufacturer at 
his Richmond, Cal., plant. The 
plant which normally employs 
1,800 men was closed down by a 
walkout of employes. Union lead- 
ers said that 1,300 or the 1,500 
men who worked Tuesday voted 
to strike “because of local condi- 
tions” and to demand recognition 
of the UAWA—an affiliate of 
the Committee for Industrial Or- 
ganization.

Senator Hugo L. Black, Demo- 
crat, Alabama, and Representative 
William Connery, Democrat, Mas- 
sachusetts, chairman of the labo 
committees of their respective 
chambers and co-authors of the 
Roosevelt-sponsored bill, arranged 
to expedite consideration by call- 
ing joint committee hearings be- 
ginning Tuesday. The first wit- 
ness will be Assistant Attorney 
General Robert H. Jackson, who 
helped draft the measure and will 
analyze its “legal features,” 

AFL Opposition Feared. 

Proponents of the bill were 
frankly’ worried by indications the 
powerful American Federation of 
Labor may withhold its support. 
The rival Committee for Industrial 
Organization, headed by John L. 
Lewis, has already signified its ap- 
proval, 

Some federation leaders said they 
believed the measure would do 
little to benefit the bulk of the 
membership. Traditional AFL sup- 
port has been for wage and hour 
regulations for women and chil- 
dren and for workers in a few 
“sweated” industries.

There is no jumping and clashing 
of gears as in a gasoline motor 
bus. The new trackless trolley 
bus, capable of a speed of 50 
miles per hour, gains momentum 
through a change of 15 gears, 
graduated so that no start is too 
sudden. You ride on rubber tires. 

Equipped wtih the most modern 
safety devices, even to “sensi- 
tized” door edges, the trackless 
trolley. bus has another startling 
thing to those accustomed to trav- 
eling principally by street cars. 
There are no straps to wrench the 
arms of standing passengers out 
of joint. The trackless trolley bus 
will spell the doom of the far- 
famed “strap-hanger.” 

Support Rods. 

Regularly spaced between the 
leather-cushioned seats, chro- 
mium-plated rods, reaching from 
floor to ceiling, enable the passen- 
ger who cannot find a seat to re- 
tain his balance while standing. 
There are seats for 40 persons and 
standing room for 20 more, only 
10 or so less than the street car 
will carry. But the trolley bus 
weighs only 18,000 pounds, while 
the street car weighs 38,000. 

Doors of the trolley bus have 
their edges made of soft rubber. 
You can deliberately catch your 
hand in the door when it closes 
and the entire result will be that 
a warning bell sounds near the 
driver’s ear. It doesn’t hurt, May- 
or Hartsfield and Miss Lucille Ed- 
wards, of East Point, tried it. If 
a leg gets caught in the door, it 
ee, opens and stops the 

us. 

One of the greatest advantages 
of the trolly buses is in allowing 
traffic to pass on the left-hand 
side. tI is against the law and 
dangerous be sides, to pass a street 
car on the left. 

The trackless trolley pulls over 
to the curb to pick up and let off 
passengers. This opens up a traf- 
fic flow as well as _ providing 
greater safety for the passengers. 

To Relieve Congestion. 


Officials said the substitution | 


of trolley buses for street cars will 
materially relieve the traffic con- 
gestion on the downtown Atlanta 
streets where the Hapeville, Col- 
lege Park and East Point street 
cars are now routed. The new 
buses will come in town on For- 
syth street to Marietta and out 
Broad. 

In appearance, the trolley buses 
look like regular motor buses. But 
they have two trolleys which glide 
along the two electric wires. The 
wheel of the street car trolley has 
been eliminated and on the bus 
trolley the wires fit in a solid 
groove. The two electric wires 


‘are necessary, engineers said, be- 
cause the rubber-tired buses do 
not furnish a ground for the elec- 


tricity as do steel wheels of street 


cars. The double lines are to be, 
built on both sides of the street 
_over the route where the trolley’ 


buses travel both ways. 
The new buses can run 10 feet 


to the left or right of the line 
formed by the electric wires which 
its trolleys contact. This 20-foot 
cruising width enables the trolley 
bus to be lamost as flexible in traf- 
fic as any unattached vehicle. 

W. E. Mitchell and Jackson P. 
Dick, officials of the power com- 
pany, accompanied Mayor Harts- 
field, Longino, Dr. Adams and 
Mayor Harris on their rides aboard 
the new trolley. They said trans- 
portation by trackless trolley is 
much swifter than by street car.

FLORIDA SENATE 
KILLS RECOVERY ACT 


Heavy Taxes Are Planned in 
Fight Against Chain 
Stores. 


TALLAHASSEE, Fla., May 26. 
(?)—The senate killed the “Flor- 
ida recovery act” outright today 
and its sponsors promptly turned 
to heavy taxes in their campaign 
against chain stores. 

“That’s the end of the recovery 
act,” said its chief advocate, Sena- 
tor Tillman, of Tampa, after the 


senate voted, 18 to 16, to postpone 
indefinitely consideration of the 
measure.

Text of President? ; Message ie 
| On Pan-American Peace T reaties | 


WASHINGTON, May 26.—(AP) 
The text of President Roosevelt’s 
message transmitting the Buenos 
Aires treaties to the -senate fol- 
‘ lows: 

I transmit herewith to the sen- 
ate with a view to obtaining the 
advice and consent of that body, 
five international conventions, 


two treaties and an additional 
protocol which were signed by the 
delegates of the United States 
of America’at the inter-American 
conference for the maintenance 
of peace held at Buenos Airés, 
December 1-23, 1936. The sug- 
nificance of these instruments is 
described in the accompanying 
letter from the secretary of state 
and in the individual reports 
which describe and explain each 
document, to all of which the at- 
tention of the senate is invited. 


Eight Conventions Adopted. 


1. Convention for the mainte- 
nance, preservation and re-estab- 
lishment of peace. 

2. Additional protocol relative 
to non-intervention. 

3. Treaty on the prevention of 
controversies. . 

4. Inter-American treaty on 
good offices and mediation. 

5. Convention to co-ordinate, 
extend and assure the fulfillment 
of existing treaties between the 
American states. 

6. Convention on the Pan- 
American highway. 

7. Convention for the promo- 
tion of inter-American cultural 
relations. 

8. Convention concerning artis- 
tic exhibitions. j 

Time of Historic Importance. 


The conference at Buenos 
Aires which adopted these instru- 
ments met at a time of historic 
importance in the Americas. With 
the termination of war between 
two sister republics there had 
arisen among the peoples of ev- 
ery country throughout the hem- 
isphere a fervent desire that war 
be banished forever as a method 


of resolving international . dis- 
putes 


The delegates who assembled 
there felt deeply the responsibili- 
ty that had been entrusted to 
them an dproceeded in their de- 
liberations with a determination, 
and despatch which distinguish- 
ed this conference. So favora- 
ble did the opportunity appear for 
constructive results that I jour- 
neyed to the conference to sig- 
nify my own realization of the 
high importance of the confer- 
ence, and I was accorded the high 
honor of addressing the opening 
session. I can, therefore, from 
personal observation testify to 
the earnestness of purpose of the 
many outstanding statesmen of 
the Americas gathered there, and 
to their determination to give an 
example to the world of interna- 
tional co-operation in order that 
peace may prevail. 

Hight Hopes for Success. 

It is my considered belief that 
the several instruments that the 
delegations of the American re- 
publics formulated justify in the 
fullest measure the high’ hopes 
for success which they bore with 


them. These instruments evidence H 


the desire and the will of the 
American peoples to live in peace 
one with another and they pro-~ 
vide the long-awaited mechan- 
isms for insuring the co-operation 
between nations indispensable to 
the maintenance of peace . 

The original initiative for this 
conference came from the United 
States. It would, therefore, seem 
to me particularly fitting that the 
Uniated States government be 
among the first American gov- 
ernments in the ratification of the 
instruments that’ the conference 
adopted, thereby giving a further 
indication of the sincerity of the 
‘good neighbor policy. I strongly 
recommend, therefore, that the 
senate give favorable considera- 
tion to the instruments herewith 
submitted with a view to giving 


its advice and consent to their 


ratification.

AMSTERDAM, Thursday, May 
27.— (UP)— Holland’s electorate, 
smashing the ambitions of both 
Nazis and Communists, today 
pledged overwhelming faith in the 
“middle of the road” policies of 
Premier Hendrikus Colijn, returns 
from yesterday’s general parlia- 
mentary election showed. 

Shortly before the polling booths 
were closed police fired upon a 
crowd of Dutch Leftists attempt- 
ing to mob a National-Socialist 
agitator. 

A tabulation of the first 1,000,- 


000 votes revealed that the Nazis 
—striving to capture 10 of the 100 
seats at stake in the second cham- 
ber of parliament—had obtained 
only about half as many votes as 
had been expected. 

They were expected to win not 
more than four seats. 

The Liberal party was expected 
to lose two or three seats and the 
Communists were in danger of for- 
feiting three or four seats. — 

Amsterdam police were forced to 
use their guns when the crowd of 
Leftists, throwing bricks and 
stones, attacked a Nazi propagan- 
dist near a polling place.

Supervisor Koen, of Russellville, 
Ark., is attending a conference of 
forest service supervisors, at head- 
quarters of the United States For- 
est Service in Atlanta. 

“A total of $161,571.72 in reve- 
nue was realized from the sale of 
hickory, white oak and pine on the 
Ozark national forest during the 
past fiscal year,” pointed out Koen. 
“In addition to ax handles, other 
products manufactured from this 
timber, include whisky barrels, 


wagons, farm implement handles 
and various other products.” 

The Ozark national forest pro- 
duces 6,000,000 feet of timber 
each year, and forest service prac- 
tice in harvesting this timber 
makes its supply self-perpetuating. 

“The sustained yield plan which 
Henry Koen uses in supplying his 
handle, stave and wagon indus- 
tries, will have to be adopted by 
pulp wood manufacturers, as well 
as sawmill interests, if we expect 
the forests of Georgia, and other 
states in the coastal section, to 
proluce sufficient pine and other 
timber for continuous operation,”

Two important amendments in- 
volving the courts of Georgia are 
before the voters in the June 8 
general election in which 26 
amendments to the constitution of 
the state will be passed upon by 
the voters. 


The first of these involves the 
supreme court and provides that 
when any justice or justices of the 
court are disqualified from acting 
in any case the court itself shall 
name the superior court judge or 
judges to fill in for those disqual- 
ified. At present the Governor des- 
ignates the judges for temporary 
duty on the supreme court. 

Little Opposition. 

The proposal was submitted by 
the general assembly with little 
opposition being offered. Its spon- 
sors declared that no particular 
case motivated their action but it 
is known that from time to time 
in the past chief executives of the 
state named judges friendly to 
them. 

The second amendment involv- 
ing the courts provides that jus- 
tices of the peace may have the 
powers of police judges in hand- 
ling traffic cases made by the state 
highway patrol which is to be or- 
ganized shortly. The sponsors of 
this amendment contended that it 
will be necessary to give the jus- 
tices this power in order that mo- 
torists who may have casés made 
against them can get a hearing 
at any time they desire. 

Few counties have courts now 
set up to take care of such cases. 

Vice Chairman Zach Arnold, of 
the state Democratic executive

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COTTON FOR WORLD PEACE 

The formation of an international cotton 
institute is proposed in the leading editorial of 
the “International Edition” of the Cotton Trade 
Journal, published at New Orleans. The sug- 
gested institute is described as “an organi- 
gation actively furthering the world’s far-flung 
cotton industry, devoted primarily to cotton in 
all its phases from growers of the raw material 
to the ultimate consumer.” 

It is pointed out that existing groupings of 
cotton interests are confined to limited sections 
of the correlated industries. The manufac- 
turers, for instance, have one organization. Ex- 
porters have another and producers still others. 

The proposed institute would be a perma- 
nent organization, financed by everyone inter- 
ested in cotton in any of its stages from cotton 
field to ultimate consumer, and would maintain 
suitable headquarters nearest the sections of 
greatest cotton activity. | 

Its purposes would be to advocate the free 
flow of commerce in cotton among all nations 
of the world and to seek out and encourage 
new or untried uses for the staple that would 
increase world consumption. 

It is suggested that an annual prize should 
be given by the institute for the most notable 
contribution of the year to the advancement 
of the industry and that the prize should be 
substantial enough to attract the scientific 
workers of all nations in all fields of research. 

Such an institute would prove a powerful 
factor in the maintenance of world peace. It 
would draw closer together in bonds of better 
understanding the people of all nations whose 
economic interests are linked with any branch 
of the cotton trade. It would help to do away 
with the artificial barriers to free international 
trade, such as tariffs and exchange differen- 


tials, which today tend to make each nation |. 


a self-contained unit and thus ripe for the 
jealousies and trade rivalries that are such pro- 
lific breeders of war. It would add to the pros- 
perity of all the world and improve living 
standards of all her peoples. 

The recent successful mission of textile in- 
terests of the United States to Japan illustrates 
how friendly discussion between industrial lead- 
ers of two nations can result in elimination of 
trade friction. 

Such an institute must be international in 
scope, its membership composed of growers, 
merchants, spinners and retailers of all coun- 
tries. The cotton exchanges of the world, co- 
operating with the various manufacturers’ and 
spinners’ associations, can perform a tremen- 
dous service to humanity by launching such an 
institute as proposed. There never was more 
fortuitous time for such action than today.

WAY CLEARED FOR ELECTION

OF NATION-WIDE IMPORTANCE , 

The Southeastern Governors’ Conference 

emphasizes, in its argument supporting the pe- 
tition for a general reduction in railroad freight 
rates on products shipped from the southeast, 
that such a revision in class and commodity rate 
scales would benefit the entire nation. 

The petition, drawn by the conference orig- 
inally called by Governor Rivers and of which 
Governor Bibb Graves, of Alabama, is chair- 
man, was presented to the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission yesterday. This first step 
is confined to manufactured and processed 
goods. Another committee of the governors’ 
group is preparing a similar appeal for lower 
class rates. 

At the same time the governors are plan- 
ning a movement to eliminate entirely the sec- 
tional basis in setting of rates. | 

There is no tenable reason why the rate for 
shipment of a carload of goods from the south- 
east should be higher than the rate for ship- 
ment of the same goods for the same, or longer 
distances, from the north or east. The exist- 
ence of these discriminatory rates has for many 
years placed an unfair handicap upon south- 
eastern industry and southeastern workers. 

When a textile manufacturer in the south- 
east has to pay, say, $25 a carload more to 
send his product to market than his competi- 
tor in the east, that differential must be ab- 
sorbed. The cost of his raw material, cotton, 
is fixed on world markets and the cost of his 
product is likewise established. The only avail- 
able point for absorption of the added $25 in 
transportation cost is in his pay roll. Thus the 
worker in the textile mill is vitally interested in 
removal of the handicap. 

Governor Graves in Washington pointed out 
on Monday that a recent downward revision in 
rates on coke shipments resulted in a sharp in- 
crease in pay for workers in that industry. 

Rates for railroad transportation should be 
fixed solely in ratio to the cost of the service 
performed. This cost should be arrived at by 
computation of the expense of train operation, 
original investment, overhead costs, and a fair 
margin of profit to the roads. If these costs 
are established, the issue of traffic density does 
not enter equitably into the argument. Traffic 
density can be rightfully considered only in so 
far as it affects operating, investment and over- 
head costs and the payment of reasonable 
dividends. : 

As a matter of fact, placing of the south- 
eastern freight rates on a parity with those of 
the east would unquestionably result in a large 
increase in traffic originating in this section, 
with resultant benefit to the railroads. 

It would result in higher wages in the south- 
east, development of industry in this section, 
where raw materials, living conditions and 
other circumstances provide ideal manufactur- 
ing conditions. It would thus, by adding to the 
prosperity of the railroads, of the workers and 
of the purchasers of southeastern products, 
bring about the result visioned by the gover- 
nors’ conference when it declares the rate re- 
vision requested would benefit the entire nation. 


LOGICALLY SUSPICIOUS 

Mayor Hartsfield is correct in his condemna- 
tion of employment of “politicians” by those 
who wish to sell goods to the city of Atlanta, 

“If I learn that any company hires a ‘local 
counsel’ or a politician to aid in obtaining a 
Sale to the city,” the mayor asserts, “I will 
advocate that the bid be rejected.” 

It is logical to assume that any company 
which hires the type of representative referred 
to by the mayor, solely for the purpose of sell- 
ing to.the city, does so for some consideration 
other than straightforward demonstration of 
the desirability of the goods or service prof- 
fered, the price and other legitimate details of 
the bid. 3 

If these factors were the only ones that en- 
tered into the desired sale to the city, the com- 
pany’s own regular salesman is far better 
equipped, by knowledge and experience, to pre- 
sent his firm’s argument to the city purchasers. 

Hiring of “politicians” or “local counsel” 
such as described by the mayor can mean only 
one thing—that the prospective seller hopes 
thereby to gain some advantage not inherent 
in the quality of hif goods or the price asked. 

Which is, on its face, detrimental to the in- 
terests of the public.

Editorial of the Day 


THE USES OF A POLITICIAN 
_ (From the Cincinnati Enquirer.) 

The uses of a politician were considered phil- 
osophically the other day by a philosopher-poli- 
tician in a speech at Louisville, and the conclu- 
sion he reached was that the politician is “the 
secular saint of our civilization.” The speaker was 
Dr. T. V. Smith, professor of philosophy at the 
University of Chicago and a member of the Illi- 
nois state senate. 

Dr. Smith based his conclusion upon the theory 
that it is the politician who must provide the 
link—or the compromise — between divergent 
classes and ideas. He pointed out that as human 
activities become more specialized people have 
greater difficulty in understanding each other. 
There must, he emphasized, be some buffer be- 
tween “the fiery hate of the underprivileged” and 
the “icy stares of the privileged class which re- 
fuses to budge an inch.” It is the business of the 
politician, the speaker said, to be “the custodian 
of the conscience of people who cannot make a 
compromise.” 

The wisdom of his remarks is obvious. The 
role that the politician occupies is one vital to 
civilization. We would indeed be in a sorry fix 
if overnight all ageing capitulated to the feel- 
ing that must o come over them, and decided 
to let the public tend to the public’s business. Bad 
enough would be the stoppage of governmental 
functions, but worse in lohg run would be 
the absence of the buffers, the 
divergent views. 


It isn’t often that politicians collectively have 
a kind word spoken for them. They should rejoice 
to have among their number a professor of phi- 
losophy who is able to make it evident that, like 
the earthworm, the politician performs an indis- 
pensable, albeit menial, task in keeping the world

America means the minorities who 
came here to escape religious per- 
secution by majorities, it is true, 
but America means even more the 
majorities who threw off the yoke 
of a distant king, who established 
here a government of, by and for 
the people, who, with due protec- 
tion for the few, decre@d that the 
will and welfare of the many 
should 6€ the great point. 

Mr. Patterson spoke of protect- 
ing minority rights, but he spoke 
also of the duty of the press to 
exercise its great power “for the 
good of all the people” and to re- 
frain’ from becoming the “advo- 
cate for special interests.” He is 
too genuine a Democrat to have 
overlooked that. He knows that 


even though it is important to pro- 
tect the few from the many it is 
even more important to prefer the 
many over the few. Important not 
only because it is the right and 
democratic thing to do but also 
because, in this day of mass and 
machine, it is sound economics. 


Conviction expressed here last 
week that if the church takes sides 
on economic questions beyond its | 
province and competence it will 
lose something precious in mean- 
ing as a church has brought some 
interesting comments.

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PROGRESS OF THE 
TELEPHONE. 
IV—Switchboards and “Long- 
Distance.” 

More than 150,000,000 telephone 
calls are made each day, count- 
ing all countries of the earth 
where telephones are in use. To 
handle these calls, thousands of 
persons, mostly women, work day 
and night. They listen to the num- 
bers, then plug “Jacks” into holes 
to connect us with persons we 
want to reach. 


Alexander Graham Bell making 
first New York-to-Chicago call. 


It is hard, rather tiresome, work 
for the operators, and it is no won- 
der that they sometimes give us 
the wrong number. It seems to 
me we should always try to be 
polite when talking to “central.” 
Often a mistake is made because 
we do not speak clearly enough. 

Telling about the operation of a 


gives us these paragraphs: 

“The operator wears her tele- 
phone set. This leaves her hands 
free to handle the cords and other 
equipment in front of her. Her 
telephone connects with all of the 
cords, but is shut off from each 
cord by a separate ‘door.’ 

“When she sees the light beside 


iyour telephone door, she picks up 


a cord and plugs one end of it 


switchboard, a telephone expert’ 


into the door. This makes the 
light go out. With her other hand, 
she opens the door which connects 
her telephone with the cord she is 
using, and so is able to answer 
you, 

“A signal lamp lights when she 
plugs into the telephone door of 
the person you are calling. It stays 
lighted until he takes his receiver 
off its hook, and she knows at a 
glance whether he has answered 
your call.” 

In many cities, dial telephones 
have come into use. They are 
among the marvels of modern in- 
vention. By twisting the dial sev- 
eral times, a person makes his 
call. The twisting of the dial sends 
electric signals to the central of- 
fice, and in a few moments you 
have your party—unless the line 
is busy. 

We have spoken of the two-mile 
“long-distance” call which Alex- 
ander Graham Bell made in 1876. 
Four years later a call was made 
from Boston to Providence. In 
1884 Boston and New York were 
joined by telephone. Eight years 
later, Bell himself made another 
long-distance call—this time from 
New York to Chicago. His 900- 
mile telephone talk took place just 
four centuries after Columbus 
crossed the Atlantic. 

Since that time, long-distance 
calls have become common all 
over our continent and in Europe. 
The longest one I have made was 
between cities 2,500 miles apart. 
I could hear the person with whom 
I was talking as clearly as if I had 
been telephoning someone in my 
own city. Long-distance calls now 
take place across the Atlantic, and 
it is possible for us to telephone 
to Australia by using “relays.”

High price records of the last 
17 years were smashed by corn, 
with rye reaching peaks unequal- 
led before since 1928 and for the 
first time ever known surpassing 
May wheat. 

In striking contrast, wheat 
plunged down 4 1-8 cents a bushel, 
owners of May wheat delivery 
contracts trying excitedly to let go 
of holdings before premiums over 
2g new crop wheat would van- 
ish. 

Especially as to corn, the situa- 
tion was said to be unparalleled in 
the grain trade, inasmuch as never 
previously. has it been about im- 
possible to obtain corn of proper 
character to deliver on May con- 
tracts here. The action of the 
other feed grains, rye and oats, 
was attributed largely to shortage 
of corn, a consequence due in 
great degree to successive drouths.

Victim’s Wite in Serious Con- 
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~ IS LOST AT POLE 


Six Men Marooned When 
Ship Is Forced Down in 
Raging Snowstorm. 


MOSCOW, Thursday, May 27.— 
(UP)—The Soviet radio station 
“UPOL” at the north pole today 
crackled out a story of the plight 
of six adventurers, marooned when 
a raging snowstorm forced down 
their four-motor airplane at the 


top of the world. 

The six men, unreported for 24 
hours after taking off with two 
other relief planes to fly supplies 
to 12 companions camped near the 
pole, made a forced landing in the 
vicinity of Solitude island. 

Professor Otto Schmidt, leader 
of the group at the pole, radioed to 
Moscow that weak signals from 
the lost plane “RK..RK..RK” were 
picked up—apparently from the 
vicinity of Desolate island. 

He estimated the plane to be in 
a position at 89.30 latitude be- 
tween 60 and 70 longitude. 

Schmidt said he was confident 
the plane could be found, although 
a search might take “a long time.” 

Of the other two planes one 
landed at the “north pole” weath- 
er station—a 10-foot thick ice floe 


12 1-2 miles from the exact polar | 


center—at 6:24 a. m., and the sec- 
ond landed a short distance away. 

Soviet officials explained that 
the pilot of the missing plane was 
an experienced arctic flyer and 
had made many flights in the far' 
east.

|FIREMASTERS PASS 


EQUIPMENT ISSUE 


Decision on Disputed Con- 
tracts Tossed on Laps of 
Finance Committee. 


Purchase of fire fighting equip- 
ment for the Atlanta fire depart- 
ment was laid in the lap of the 
finance committee last night by 
the board of firemasters. 

Alderman I. Gloer Hailey, vice 
chairman of the fire board, point- 
ed out that the $14,500 fund set 
up. to buy equipment could be ex- 
pended only with the approval of 
| the finance committee, and moved 
that information on specifications 
possessed by Fire Chief O. J. Par- 
ker be turned over to the commit- 
tee without recommendations. 

Dispute Intermittent. 

Controversy over what equip- 
iment to buy and from whom has 
| flared in councilmanic circles since 
the purchasing committee accept- 
ed the low bid of the Peter Pirsch 
Company for a $11,700 pumper 
which several councilmen assert- 
ed did not come up to the speci- 
fication for motor horse power. 
The fire board recently failed to 
concur in the purchasing commit- 
tee’s action. 

Chief Parker last night told the 
board members he could assemble 
two 1,000 gallon pumpers and re- 
build two others in the fire de- 
partment’s shops for a total not 
exceeding $14,500, thus putting in 
service four 1,000 gallon pump- 
ers. 

Alderman Robert Carpenter ask- 

ed whether the engines and pumps 
for the assembled and rebuilt 
pumpers were to be bought from 
the American+LaFrance company, 
an unsuccessful bidder on the 1,500 
gallons pumper the Chief first 
recommended. Parker. said the 
equipment would be bought by the 
purchasing committee. 
“It looks like some one is pay- 
ing somebody’s campaign fees,” 
Carpenter remarked in connection 
with high pressure salesmanship 
for certain commodities. Mayor 
Hartsfield Tuesday stated he would 
advocate rejection of bids where 
companies hired “politicians” or 
local counsel in an effort to sell 
goods to the city. 


Vacations Approved 


The board voted to recommend 
to council that 20-day vacations be 
allowed firemen under a vacation 
plan worked out by Chief Parker 
whereby 300 firemen would be 
constantly on duty but no extra 
money need be spent. Vacations 
are now fixed at two weeks. 

Rules in accordance with civil 
service regulations were adopted 
by the board, which also voted to 
reinstate former Lieutenant Jimmy 
Cornett as a regular private in the 
department. Cornett’s position was 
recently declared vacated and he 
applied for pension but it was de- 
nied. The board then gave him a 
six months leave of absence but 
put him back to work last night 
because of a physician’s recom- 
mendation that he was fit for duty. 

Councilman John T. Marler, 
‘board chairman, Councilman C. M. 
(Mac) Bolen, Alderman Hailey, 
Councilman William Knight, and 
Alderman Carpenter attended the 
meeting. They inspected a rebuilt 
1,000 gallons pumper just com- 
pleted by the mechanics in the de- 
partment shops.

and queen. The first glimpse of 
smiling Queen Elizabeth and tall 
and slender King George. The su- 
perb bearing of Queen Mary and 
the cheers that went up when she 
approached the Abbey. The two 
little princesses wearing their 
miniature coronets with such dig- 
nity and pride. The never-failing 
courtesy during coronation week 
of taxi and automobile drivers, 
who brought their vehicles to a 
standstill to give pedestrians the 
right of way with a friendly smile 
and awave of the hand. The re- 
markable and systematic manner 
in which traffic was directed by 
policemen on _ coronation: day 
when special routes were indicat- 
ed red, green, blue, brown and 
yellow cards. The Duke of Glou- 
cester in the scarlet uniform and 
plumed hat of a major. general, 
and the Duke of Kent in a blue 
naval uniform riding on prancing 
steeds behind the state coach of 
King George, their brother. The 
young Duke of Norfolk shaking 
hands with the royal family, and 
the King and Queen on the blue 
carpeted steps before they crossed 
the portals of Westminster Abbey.

CURE THE CAUSE OF OVER- 
WEIGHT 


Ways and means of getting slim 
depend upon the way. you took to 
curves. If overeating caused the 
excess weight, diet to cure it. If 
you have extremely low fuel re- 
quirements, you must choose low- 
calorie foods. Lazy bones need ex- 
ercise to bring the weight down, 
Then, too, there is the remote pos- 
sibility that your glands may be 
out of kilter. 

In spite of glands and ances- 
tors, overeating is the primary 
cause of overweight. Even though 
the average energy requirements 
of women is 2,200 calories per 
day, it is difficult not to overeat, 
for most of the calories come in 
the best foods. When you stop to 
consider that you can get 1,500 
calories in one bridge luncheon, 
and 500 calories in a modest after- 
noon tea, you can understand how 
quickly you can put on an extra 
10 pounds, Or, supposing you take 
»% 150 calories a day—one and 
one-half pats of butter or one and 
one-half pieces of candy—over 
the amount you use. Even so slight 
an excess would cause a gain of 
one-fourth pound a week. Thus 
fraction of a pound sounds insig- 
nificant, but it is 12 pounds a year. 
[If overeating is the cause of your 
embonpoint, dieting is the remedy. 

Fundamentally, all excess 
weight is visible evidence of 
stored calories. However, not all 
overweights are large eaters. 
There are people whose fuel re- 
quirements are so low that they are 
unable to eat normal amounts of 
food without calorie storage. As 
a rule, the short, stocky people be- 
long in this class. Dieting in the 
popular sense of the word is not 
the solution for those who gain 
weight on very little food. The 
only satisfactory plan is to re- 
educate your tastes to an appre- 
ciation of foods low in calories. 
You can learn to like fruits, vege- 
tables, lean meats and simple sal- 
ads. You can even overcome a 
craving for sweets! This appetite 
training should be the basis of all 
diets.

For lazy bones and pads of fat— 
you need exercise. 


On the other hand, you may not 
not be taking too many calories 
—you may be using too few! In- 
activity can be responsible for 
your excess weight; and in this 
case, exercise is more effective 
and a better health measure than 
diet. Cutting down on your fuel 
intake will make you thinner in 
the wrong places. Moreover, it 
may impair health. Exercise will 
not only increase your utilization 
of calories, but will improve your 
figure. The chances are your over- 
weight is just in spots. All reduc- 
ihg programs should include some 
exercise, as, otherwise, a weak- 
ness of the muscular system re- 
sults. 

What about glands? There are 
grandular overweights, cases 
which require the special attention 
of a physician. There are medi- 
cines to help, but they must be 
given by a doctor. But even with 
a glandular disturbance, diet is 
part of the treatment.

If the car- 
dinal had referred to him as an 
Austrian house-painter, he would 
have been in order. Hlitler’s ori- 
gin was indubitably Austrian, as 
his accent still is. He finished his 
fairly limited schooling in upper 
Austria, and went, as a youth, to 
Vienna to study painting—not 
house-painting, but the painting of 
pictures. The Vienna academy re- 
jected him as a student on the 
ground of insufficient preparation 
and insufficient talent He tried to 
enter an architectural school but 
failed there, too. And, being pen- 
niless, he got a painting job as 
a workman on a building that was 
going up, and _ thus combined 
painting with architecture, though 
not quite as he had envisaged it. 


It is, however, of historical im- 
portance that Hitler was rejected 
as an artist, and took to house- 
painting. Because if he had been 
successful in getting into the 
academy, he probably would never 
have been heard from again. As it 
was, the embittered youth became 
enraged against the politics of his 
proletarian associates, and devel- 
oped a hostility against social de- 
mocracy which became an obses- 
sion. Also, he encountered in 
Vienna, in those days, some Polish 
Jews, who, living ir a more or 
less segregated part of the Austri- 
an capital, still clung to the long 
black caftans and the curling ear- 
locks which the the costume of 
ghetto Jewry. They seemed strange 
to Adolph Hitler, and to seem 
strange was to seem suspicious. 
He tells all about it in his life 
story, “My Struggle.” 

So whether he was a paper- 
hanger or not, the fact of his 
Austrian origin is important. Ac- 
tually, the whole Nazi movement 
is of Austrian origin. Hitler’s 
father, the illegitimate son of a 
housemaid, who rose in life to be- 
come a customs inspector, be- 
longed to the “Schonerer move- 
ment,” which, at the end of the 
last century, preached pan-Ger- 
manism in Austria, hatred of the 
Jews, and contempt for the Slavs. 
And the anti-clerical movement, 
which aimed to oust the Roman 
Catholic church from _ politics, 
could only gather strength in 
countries like Austria, and its 
German neighbor Bavaria, where 
the Catholic church really was all- 
powerful. Many otherwise pious 
Catholics were outspoken against 
the priests, whom they called “the 
blackies,” because of the high 
church taxes and the rigid control 
which the church exercised over 
society and politics, Hitler was 
in touch with the “Los von Rome”

aimed at separating German) 
Catholicism from the Vatican. So 
that all of Hitler’s obsessions are 
really Austrian. But he didn’t 
hang paper. He painted walls. 
As for the rest of Cardinal Mun- 
delein’s charges—that the whole- 
sale prosecution of Catholic priests 
in Germany for immorality is a 
frame-up—the burden of proof 
certainly rests on the German gov- 
ernment. Because it has been op- 
erating with frame-ups ever since 
the beginning. Hitler got into 
power in March, 1933, on a wave 
of hysteria produced by the burn- 
ing of the German reichstag, which 
the Nazis pinned upon the Com- 
munists and Social Democrats.

I don’t know 
who burned the reichstag, and this 
column doesn’t wittingly affirm 
things it isn’t sure of, but I am 
willing to lay a bet of ten to one 
that history will decree that the 
Nazis burned it themselves, and 
that there will be available for 
historians, complete evidence to 
prove it.

And, of course, the Nazi fram 
of the Jews is without cael 
anywhere. The Nazis have said 
for four years that the Jews were 
responsible for losing the war, the 
Treaty of Versailles, the inflation, 
the failure of crops, plague, pesti- 
lence and everything except, per- 
haps, the weather. They are pub- 
lishing a child’s primer today, de- 
signed to teach little tots how to 
think of Jews and how to treat 
them if ever they should meet one. 
If a gentile child sees a Jewish 
child, he is to thumb his nose at 
him (the illustrations show how), 
push him off the street and other- 
wise maltreat him, and is to real- 
ize that any one with a Jewish 
grandmother is necessarily and in- 
evitably an exploiter of the poor, 
a crook, a scoundrel and a seducer. 
The Nazi howl of outrage at being 
called names comes with peculiar 
inconsistency from a government 
whose chief has called the French, 
in print, the “permanent and in- 
exorable enemy of Germany” and 
the “defiler of Europe.” It comes 
with laughable absurdity from a 
government which has called 
names at Russia, which in times 
gone past would have caused a 
war!

I suppose that if you have suf- 
ficient secret agents and pry about 
enough you can find some immor- 
ality most anywhere. But when the 
present German government gets 
morally outraged at the goins-on 
in Catholic cloisters it leaves me 
cold a8 a clam. The Nazi move- 
ment had for years at the head of 
the Storm Troops one _ Ernst 
Roehm, whose personal morals 
beggared description in any re- 
spectable newspaper; Captain 
Roehm, as chief of the Storm 
Troops, was in charge of hundreds 
of thousands of nice German boys. 
And every knowledgeable person 
in Germany certainly including 
Mr. Hitler, knew all about it. The 
facts had all come out in the news- 
papers, as the result of a libel suit. 
But Hitler only began worrying 
about Roehm’s immorahty when 
Roehm became politically embar- 
rassing. And then Hitler was in- 
dignant to bursting ‘point, indig- 
nant enough to have Captain 
Roehm and several hundred others 
assassinated without trial. Inci- 
dentally, assassination without 
trial has another name in our 
country. ,Mr. Hitler didn’t call it 
murder, he said that for the mo- 
ment he was the supreme court. 
There wefen’t seven democrats in 
Germany to lift th voices 
against him. . ee

The Unit- 
ed States government can’t put a 
mayor in a concentration camp or 
even remove him from office for 
saying that Mr. Hitler belongs in 
a chamber of horrors. It couldn't 
even remove him from office if he 
should say the same thing about 
the President ot the United States, 


There’s a German proverb 
which says, “Be my pal or Ill bash 
your head in.” As a recipe for 
getting a friend, it is not to be 
commended. The Nazi government 
has done a great many things that 
have mortally offended a great 
many people. It has offended all 
the Jews in the world; it has of- 
fended many Catholics, many 
Protestants, all who believe in rep- 
resentativé, democratic govern- 
ment, all liberals, all who cherish 
human freedom. The Nazi gov- 
ernment can go on propagandizing 
till judgment day, and as. long as 
there is an America which is con- 
scious of the principles upon which 
the United States was founded, 
Americans will have a real antip- 
athy for all the principles on which 
the Nazi state is founded. There’s 
just no good trying to bludgeon 
a people who intensely dislike dic- 
tatorship, who believe in freedom 
of religion, who prize civil liber- 
ties, and whose whole tradition, 
like that of the English, is based 
upon respect for personality rather 
than for race, into pretending that 
they think the present German 
government is simply lovely. Our 
right to like and dislike, to ap- 
prove and disapprove, is granted 
us in the Constitution of the Unit- 
ed States, as is the right to express 
ourselves.
